suffocated — while their little clog 
burked outside in a vain effort to 
bring help. 
^The trap-like nature of an Ice-box 
W known lo every adult person. 
And how anyone could go off and 
leave such a trap for innocent 
youngsters to fall into is a grim 
commentary on thi.i busy, thought- 
less, ami sellish aye. 


I don't know what statutory law 


presently provides for but it is ob- 
vioi,. i.. n '.-mi undent common law 
intended lo cover cases of crimi- 
nal negligence like these that have 
been plaguing the North American 
<4,intmcnl the past three months. 
' T h e nature of a refrigerator is 
so universally known thai Ihe po- 
lice and prosecutors ought to havu 
little difficulty in proving criminal 
negligence charges against the poi- 
son who abandoned an ice-box fig- 
uring in a child fatality. 


Action to prevent these tragedies 


in the first place is fairly simple 
and easy. Either the old 
boxes 


should bo destroyed, or their doors 
should be removed. 
/JjAncI if we are going to write a 
new law on the subject it would 
be wise to make 
liable to arrest 


anyone abandoning a refrigerator 
without first taking oft the doors. 


This is the mosl . inexcusable 


story 
of child 
tragedy ever 
to 


creep across the American scone 
— because it is 
unintentional, 


thoughtless, stupid.
